Aid. Baker aud Mayor Heaven Have 
a Lively Personal 
Controversy.

The public meeting, cullod last evening 
to discuss civic matters, iu tho interests of 
tho candidates for oleclion as aldermen 
for North Ward, degenerated into a warm, 
wordy war botween Aid. Baker and Mayor 
Beaven, interesting enough to tho audi- 
ence, but of small account for the candi- 
dates. The meeting was culled to order 
promptly at 8 o'clock, and did not break up 
until after 11-,'iO p m. 

Mr. J, C. Blackett occupied the chair, 
and in his opening remarks rcgrotted the 
lack of interest taken in the election, as 
shown by tho slim attendance. This, lio 
had no doubt, was duo to tho fact that it 
was lato in the season, and no matter who 
should ho elected very littlo could be done 
before the end of the term. But lie thought 
a good man should be cIiobcd, to see if it 
were not possible in somo way or other to 
bring order out of the present chaos in the 
Council. That a change wua needed no 
ono who hud any knowledge of municipal 
affairs could doubt, for under tho present 
regime matters wore going from bud to 
worse. Bespeaking for thoso who might 
address the meeting a fair hearing ho 
culled upon one of the candidates, Mr. W. 
A. Robertson. 

Mr. Robertson said he had once bsforo 
Buffered a heavy defeat at tho hands of tho 
North Ward ratepayers, and not knowing 
what the outcome of Saturday's voting 
would be, ho would say ho could stand do- 
feat if ho had to do so. Without making any 
promises as to what ho would do, he thought 
the wards should bo redistributed, e.o that 
tho North Ward would have moro repre- 
sentation. Taxes were now too heavy, 
without very much to show for the money, 
and, moro than this, tho tuxes were to be 
collected two months earlier than usual, 
which would be a great hardship. Taking 
up the sower question, he thought u mis- 
tako had beon made. Tho Pickering 
system was tho best, and should havo beon 
Btuck to. Ho had no objootion to the pro- 
position to uso tho surface drains us sewers, 
but, of course, this was a question for the 
Council. As to tho water supply question, there 
was no doubt tho city would eventually goto 
Coldstream, but for years to come Elk lako 
would bo sufficient, as it must be romember- 
ed the city had to economizo. Ho favorod 
the reduction of the salaries of city em- 
ployes, and severely censored theCouncilfor 
their neglect to apply tho pruning knife. 
(Applause.) Ho did not liko the Local Im- 
provement By-law, which he thought was 
an unjust measure, with nothing fair or 
square about it. Another thing he com- 
plained of was that property was assessed 
at boom prices, and tho Court of Revision 
was not a Court of Equalization, Ho could 
not attempt to explain tho lack of harmony 
in the City Council, but told how tho busi- 
ness used to bo done when ho was thero. 
The aldermen, at that time, used to furnish 
material to city contractors, und ho didn't 
see any harm in it, but, of course, if 
was ngainat the law, it shouldn't be 
dono. He knew that ex-Alderman Coughlan 
and ex-Aldcrman Humber had dono this ; 
but was sure tho city had not been injured. 
It waB the people's fault that tho aldermen 
wero not better men, for they took very 
little interest in their own business. Leav- 
ing municipal matters out of tho discussion 
for a while, he told of tho vast advantages 
of irrigation, which ho thought tho Gov- 
ernment should assist. Concluding, he 
asked every ono to vote, whether for him 
or not made no difference. 11 elected ho 
would serve them to the best of his ability. 

Mr. Caleb Bishop, who was woll received, 
advocated the extension of tho electric light, 
tho building of more Bidewulka and tho in- 
creasing of the lire protection of tho ontly- 
ng sections of tho city. Connections 
hould bo mado with tho sewerB 
now built, and tho law in this respoct 
hould bo enforced so that tho money spent 
hould bo made of some use. Personality 
and personal interest should in all cases bo 
left out of the question, and instead of 
the Mayor and Aldermen setting themselves 
up us masters of tho people, they should 
remember that they were but servants, sent 
there to do the ratepayers bidding. Small 
holders of property should be just ns much 
onsidered us large ones, no favor being 
bown to anyone. If ho should be returned 
o tho Council ho would act for the benefit 
of tho whole city and give his best services 
o the work to bo done. While he was in 
favor of every economy, ho would have it 
understood that it constant improvements 
wero to bo made, money would havo to bo 
raised somehow. The present condition 
of tho city was a disgrace, und something 
hud to be dono to make an improvement, U 
Victoria wero to retain hor position ub u 
residential and commercial city. VV hut 
nprovoment had been made in the James 
5uy Ward, for instunce, hud come out of 
the general rovenue, but now if Victoria 
the North Ward wanted anything done, 
the people wero asked to put their hands in 
their pockets und do tho work at their own 
xpense. The outlying sections of tho city 
oust have their share of tho improvements, 
nd tho sooner this wus realized tho better. 
The condition of affairs would bo improved 
if tho largo North Ward were divided and 
given the Bix representntives to which it 
was entitled. If ho should bo elected he 
would give ull theso matters his earnest 
attention, and well and faithfully servo the 
people who placed thoir confidence in him. 

Cries for Mr. Beaven brought tho Mayor 
to tho platform, whoro ho was promptly 
qnestioned by a ratepayer, 

" What's tho reason tho Work estato 
drain is not built ?" 

Tho Mayor first defended tho present 
Council, which ho thought had, like ull pre- 
vious Councils, dono everything it could 
according to its best judgment. But, of 
course, ull men wero mortal and made mis- 
takes somo time. As to tho Work estato 
drain, ho did not know why it had not been 
commenced, but arrangements hud been 
made to go ahead. Tho deluy had been 
caused by tho difficulty in securing tho 
right-of-way, but now an agreement had 
been come to with tho property owners who, 
however, signed on tho condition that the 
drain should bo used for surfaco water only. 
Now the question uroso whether peoplo would 



bo ablo to conneot thoir houses with tho drain 
and, no doubt, tho by-law had been curried 
in this ward largely becauso peoplo thought 
thoy could uso tho drains as sowers. It was 
not until this agreement came beforo him 
that ho noticed the peculiarity of lan- 
guage, which, ho thought, would render 
tho work, if done, inoperative. Ono of 
tho most prominent engineers in tho city 
had ussured him, however, that tho Cook 
streot drain might bo used as a sowor, but 
the proposed drain on tho Work estate 
could not be so used. 

Mr. Hookart wanted to know what tho 
Mayor's opinion was, but Mr. Beaven was 
not to bo caught. Ho parriod tho question 
by asking what the Work estate peoplo 
thought. Mr. Hockhart promptly an- 
B w.ired thut tho Work estate people wanted 
the contract signed und the drain built, not 
to take awuy the filth from the houses, but 
to carry off tho surface and sink wator, 
which now ran into tho ravine. 

The Mayor— I should suppose whatever 
is on tho surfuco should go through the 
drains. 

Aid. Baker announced that ho was going 
to resign his position as alderman and comi 
before the peoplo again, and, if ho wus re 
elected and took his seat, unyono who 
wunted to suo him for tho penalty could 
do so. Ho defended his own position, 
declaring that had Mayor Beaven done 
his\duty the present trouble would never 
havo arisen. No ono at tho Council under 
stood Coughlan & Mayo's tender, und when 
the Chief Engineer was brought up to ox 
plain matters thut official looked as foolish 
a live-year old boy, for ho hud been censured 
by the Mayor and tho Council for having 
"lent his hand to Coughlan," as he certainly 
did. After defending his own conduct ho 
alleged that Aid. Styles had four of hie 
houses rented to employes on the streets. 
But of courso ho was not indirectly 
interested — oh no I (Laughtor.) Thoi 
there wus Aid. McKillican, who had sup 
plied the material for the alterations to the 
Old Men's Home, aud, as chairman of the 
Finance committee, ho passed his own ac- 
counts and voted to pay tho money, but, 
oh no, he wus not directly interested ! 
(Laughter.) Continuing, Aid. Baker charged 
that the Mayor had authorized a drain to 
he constructed from Fort Btreet up to Mr. 
W, C. Ward's house, and tho reason why 
this extraordinnry conduct hud been adopt- 
ed was, he had hoard, because a son of Mr. 
Beavon was working in tho Bank of B. C. 
(Laughter. ) 
Mayor Beaven— What rubbish ! 
Aid. Baker — That's all right, but there's 
lot of truth in it. Continuing, ho do- 
clared the Mayor had not done his duty, 
and the City Engineer had not dono his duty, 
cr the Work Estate drain would have been 
built long ago. Ho did not want to attack 
tho Mayor, but ho (Mr. Boaven) had at- 
tacked him in tho most cowardly, under- 
hand manner. The Council waB not a bad 
ono if it were not for tho Mayor, who was 
so obstinate. The Mayor suppressed resolu- 
tions, refusing to bring them forward, and 
ho likewise suppressed communications 
which came to tho Council, but were 
shelved becauso thoy did not please Mayor 
Beaven. Hero he (Mayor Beavon) imr 
posed a tax of six mills on the dollar for 
lealth purposes. How did it affect him ? 
All tho taxes Mr. Beaven paid wero Sll-f a 
year, not half as much as lotB of ratepay- 
ers in tho North Ward paid ; and bo long 
as Mr. Beaven was Mayor, North Ward 
would never get its due, for all Mr. Boa- 
ven's interests were in James Bay Ward. 
What was needed was to put a mun in the 
Council who was not ufrnid of South Ward, 
of Centro Ward, or Mayor Beaven. As to 
the surface drain through tho Work estate, 
of courso tho sink water should go into it. 
But, after all, what was the uso of having 
Council at all? Just leuvo matters 
to Mayor Beaven and Aid. McKillican to 
run tho whole city, — they wanted to do it 
and givo them a chance. 

Mayor Beaven did not want to leave this 
ery nice meeting without correcting some 
very gross and glaring misstatements which 
had been mado by Aid. Baker, who, as an 
alderman and a candidate for re-election, 
should have had inculcated in him the first 
fundamental principles of truth. Up to 
this meeting Aid. Baker had pretended to 
is (Mr. Beaven's) fuco to be friendly to him, 
but now ho had lovelled this tirado of abuse 
against him. Ho declared that Aid. Baker 
hud been tho mover of the resolution 
awarding tho contract to Coughlan & 
Mayo. Aid. Baker likowiso supported tho 
assessment for heulth purposes. 

H. H. Macdon&ld — That is not true; I 
was there, and that isn't true. 

The Mayor replied that ho was speaking 
by the record. No doubt Aid. Baker felt 
embittered at everyone Binco tho action was 
brought to disqualify him, and no wonder, 
for most unreasonable men became embit- 
tered when they wero cuught doing wrong. 
A Ratepayer — That's u hurd rub Baker. 
Another Rutepuyor — You'll got moro of 
them before you got through. 

Mayor Beavon claimed that ho represented 
tho whole city, not a section of it. The other 
picayuniB'n charges mado by Aid. Baker wero 
too feeblo und childish to deal with, being 
principally composed of a tissue of falsehoods 
and misrepresentations. 

Aid. Baker denied having voted to put six 
mills on tho dollar for health purposes, und 
made tho counter charge that every move of 
tho Mayor's was made for the salary he drew. 

Cries of — Too thin, shut up 

ALD. BAKER— It's so, just the same, and 
you know it. (Applause.) Ho denied that 
ho hud beon friendly to tho Mayor's face, 
tolling of an occasion when after a meeting 
ut tho Council Chamber ho had been up- 
braiding Mayor Beaven ovor something that 
had transpired when tho Mayor turned 
round on him sharply and said: 

"Alderman Buker you think you'ro a 
h— 1 of a follow, don't you ? " 

Mayor Beaven— Bosh l 
IIAld. BAKER— And you daren't deny it. 
You wanted to apologize afterwards 
and tako it back, and 1 said 
I would not accept any apology. (Applause.) 
I can't bo good friends with him, for ho 
hasn't dono what is square and right for tho 
North ward, or the city, or himself. 

Aid). Bkaco put in a good word for Aid. 
Baker and himself, giving Mayor Beaven 
credit for being an "expert hand ut putting 
a peculiur twist on wbut he wanted to 
carry." Ho had been a staunch sup- 
porter of Mayor Beavon's, but ho 
thought the Mayor abused his power and 
Aid. Baker was just about right. _ If tho 
Mayor's action wero looked at in broad 
daylight it would bo seen ho wus leaning 
too much on tho sido of his friends. 

Tho meeting broke up at 11:30, ufter 
having passed a resolution in favor of hav- 
ing tho Work estato drain run down tho 
ravino instead of down King's road.

Ottawa, Aug. 31.— Major Muirhoad, of 
Woolwich arsenal, has arrived to consult the 
authorities respecting tho proposed fortifi- 
cations at Esquimau. He declines to indi- 
cate the nuture of the works, but it will 
embraco both land end submarine defencos. 
Mujor Muirheud goes to British Columbia 
in a fow days. 

Hon. Mr. Foster returned to tho city to- 
day. 

Michael Now has been sentenced for five 
years to Kingston penitentiary for burglar- 
izing tho Romun Catholic cuthedrul two 
weeks ago. 

Mr. Burgess, deputy minister of tho inter- 
ior, hus gone to Quebec to show to Americun 
officials tho methods in uso nt Grosse Isle 
and tho Louise embankment, Quebec, for 
disinfecting immigrants luggage. 

It was generally expected that the cubinot 
would ineot to-day to consider tho appoint- 
ments of Lieutonunt-Governors for Manitoba 
and tho Territories, but I learn to-night, on 
tho highest authority, that the question wus 
not discussed this afternoon. Apart from 
routine business, ono Senator was appointed 
— Hon. David Ferguson, Q.C., provincial 
secretary of I'riuco Edward Island —to fill 
the late Senator Montgomery's place, and 
an Ordor-in-Council was passed prohibiting 
tho importation of dried fruits from Smyrna 
for tho reason that such are not susceptible 
to disinfection, and Asiatic cholera is fear- 
fully prevalent in that province. 

It was also decided that Labor Day, next 
Monday, should be a public holiday for in- 
side and outside service.

Fully Six Hundred Yictims Perish By 
the Cyclone in the 
South. 



The Coast Strewn With the Wrecks 
of Vessels— Destitute 
Negroes. 



Beaufort, S.C., Aug. 31. — Reliable com- 
putation places the deuths at COO. There 
are now 7,000 negroes, who have been driven 
to Port Royal by tho storm, starving. They 
ure so destitute and so badly in need of 
something to eut, thut they havo resorted 
to fighting among themselves for food, and 
several were killed in a fight for provisions. 
The negroes are getting more and more 
daring in their struggles to keep their 
wives and children from starving, and 
it is difficult to keep tho sufferers in sub- 
jection. 

Columbus, S. C, Aug. 31. — Accounts 
continue to come in of ceneral havoc by 
Sunday's storm. Mr. Robinson, of Kerri- 
son, says that from Buscoff's place on the 
Edisto river to Jacksonboro it is reported 
that all the negroes on tho lowlunds were 
drowned, in all about 100 men, women and. 
children. Tho Biirvivors relate terriblo ex- 
periences, and furthermore Btuto that ail 
the dwellings wore totally destroyed and 
tho place is in abject desolation. At \Vul- 
terboro many housoBwero completely wash- 
ed from their foundations out into tho 
Btreets and all the rice fields overfiowed. 
Crops to tho value of 50 per cent, were de- 
stroyed. Tho reports of losa and destruc- 
tion of property in Port Royal, Beaufort and 
Sea Islands are fearful. Tho death roll now 
aggregates thirty-odd persons. 

Tho missing ship Seminole, of tho Clyde 
lino, steamed into the harbor yesterday, 
having escaped tho Btorm. Inquiry at the 
Clyde lino ofrieo elicited little information 
regurding other missing vessels. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 31.— Reports of 
the disastrous work of the storm aro still 
coming in. The entiro coast iB strewn with 
wreckago and debris and vessels high and 
dry in exposed harbors. 

Augusta, Ga., Aug. 31. — A spcciul to 
tbo Chronicle from Charleston says the 
teamor YemasBO, overdue Binco Saturday 
from New York, arrived safely. Sho did 
not oncounter the Btorm. 

New York, Aug. 31.— Tho Atlas line 
steamship Alvo, which Bailed from hero 
August 16 for West Indian ports, having 
on board a crow of sixty officers and men, 
and a dozen passengers, is unheard from. 

No Telegrams. 

The wires are still down, and in conso- 
quonco the COLONIST is again without its 
telegraphic despatches.

Chief 
Deusy went out to tho scene, but found it 
impossible to render any assistance. 



Last night William A. Steolo, a pioneer 
who came to this Province thirty years ago, 
died iu this city. Ho was a prominent 
member of the Victoria lodge of Odd 
Fellows, and also u member of Victoria 
lodge United Workingmen. Ho was for 
many years superintendent of tho Do- 
minion Government dredging operations, a 
position he hold until compelled to give 
up on account of failing health. De- 
ceased was a man of sterling good quali- 
ties and much respected. Ho leuves a wifo 
and six children to mourn his loas. The 
funeral takes pluco from tho Oddfellow's 
hall to-morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock.

DOINGS OF CONGRESS. 

Senator Wolcott Waxes .Sarcastic on Silver— 
The Lower House Wrestles 
With tho Bales. 

Washington, Aug. 31. — Tho speech of 
Mr. Wolcott (Republican), Colorado, in tho 
Senate, against tho bill to repeal tho pur- 
chasing clause of tho Sherman Act, was 
delivered to-duy, in tho presoncp of ul- 
most all the Senators and of a lurge 
audience in tho galleries, and tho most 
telling parts of it, and those that amused 
and interested its hearers most, were soino 
humorous and sarcastic touches, in which 
ho depicted tho conversion of Demo- 
cratic statesmen from their belief in sil- 
ver and their devotion to bimetallism, 
to tho gold monometallism faith of the 
President. Tho next speech was by tho 
opposito side of the question and was made 
by Mr. Caffery, the successor of Mr. (lib- 
son, of Louisiana. It was his first appear- 
ance in tho Senate as a speechmaker, but 
the speech was romarkablo as a pronounced 
declaration in favor of tho unconditional re- 
peal of tho Sherman law, although ho 
admitted that the position so taken 
by him might not meet the 
approval of his stato and might put 
a bar to his further political career. The 
resolution offered lust week by Mr. l'elfer 
(Populist, Kansas) in reference to National 
banks refusing to pay tho cheques of their 
depositors in currency, was taken up, und 
against his opposition and that of a score ot 
other sonators, was referred to the Finance 
committeee by a voto of .'15 to 21. 

"Threshing over old straw," was tho 
amusement which tho Houbo of Representa- 
tives indulged in to-day. Tho rules of tho 
53rd Congress were relegated to the 
background and tho rulos of tho 51st 
Congress came in for tho chief part 
of the discussion. No now charges 
were made, and no now answers wore 
interjected, but Mr. Reed was kept 
upon his feet almost continuously, justifying 
the propriety of his course when he occu 
pied tho chair. The Banking and Measures 
committees wero grunted leavo to ro 
port at any time, and these were the only 
noteworthy changes mado in tho new 
code. Rut there is an amendment 
still pending that, if adopted, may bo 
found to be far-reaching in ita effects. It 
was offered by Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana 
and provides for a practical cloturo when 
ever a member in charge of a measure on 
tho floor sees Ut to ask for it. No uction 
was taken on thia amendment before ad 
journment. 

•Wheat Bhlpinenls From Seattle. 

SEATTLE, Aug. 31.— Tho shipping rf 
wheat from this port will begin in good 
earnest this Eeason, and it is probable that 
about fifty cargoes will be loaded here. Tho 
territory tributary to tho Oreat Northern 
road has produced far moro than waa eati- 
mated and estimates now run us high as 
■1.000,000 bushels, which alono will make 
fifty avorage cargoes. Tho wheat coming 
over the Northern Pacific will be shipped 
chiefly from Tucoma, but tho elevators of 
that city cannot handle all of it, and a large 
proportion of it will be sent hero by Bal 
four, Guthrie & Co.

New Yokk, Aug. 31, — Edmund Vutea 
cibles from London r.a follows : The Queen 
ia oxpacted to reaidc at Balmoral until Nov- 
ember 10, when the Court will reinova to 
Windsor castle. Extensive improvements 
havo boon carried out at Balmoral during 
the lust few monthB, and a house haa been 
built near tho castle for the occupation of 
tho Queen's Indian aecretury and Oriental 
entousuge. Wow curpeta and furniture have 
bscn put in several rooms, and a great deal 
of decorative work has been carried out.

.luiljjt! Goirgln Succeeds In Throwing Over 
tho Hearing of JmlgO Stein's Order Till 
tho End of tho World's Fulr. 

Chicago, Aug. 31.— This waa tho birth- 
day of the Queen of Holland, and tho day 
was celebrated by Hollanders from all over 
the Northwest. It is estimated that 10,000 
visited tho Fair grounds. Special exercises 
wore held in the Festival hall. 

A Mohammedan festival was held in tho 
Turkish village, under the auspices of tho 
Royal Ottoman commission, celebrating tho 
seventeenth anniversary of the commence- 
ment of tho reign of tho present Sultun of 
Turkey. 

An extraordinary aceno was witnessed in 
the Superior court, this morning. In tho 
absence of Judgo Stein, who iaaued tho 
order forbidding the closing of the World's 
Fair gates on Sunday, tho management ap- 
plied to Judgo Goggin to dissolve the order 
Ho called Judges Dunne and Brentauo to sit 
with him, They ngroed that tho order 
should be dissolved, hut Goggin held that 
it should bo continued in force. At tho 
opening of court, this morning, ho directed 
the clerk to enter an order continuing 
the caae aixty days, or until ufter tho 
close ot the Fair. Judgo Dunno in- 
sisted on tho right to read the opinion of 
the majority, and did so. Then, aftor a 
wordy wrangle, a privuto conference of tho 
three judges wus held, at the close of which 
Goggin announced that ho no longer desired 
the other judges to sit with him. They re- 
tired and Goggin overruled tho motion to 
dissolve, and refused to sot a date for hear- 
ing a motion to vacate tho order. Goggin

neglect was more annoying because tho old 
Emperor and Duke Ernest for more than 10 
years had been habitual associates and zeal- 
ous allies. The Duke was in tho habit of 
writing political dissertations of prodigious 
length, for the information and luatruction 
of tho Prince Consort, and there uro many 
boxes of his correspondence at Buckingham 
Palace and Windsor. 

Tho Emperor William is believed to havo 
quashed tho projector Prince Alfred ascend- 
ing the throne of Coliurg with tho Duko of 
Edinburgh as regent. Tho Duke has, 
therefore, succeeded his uncle, and will 
have to reside permanently at Coburg, aa 
the affairs of the duchy have not been work- 
ing smoothly for several years past, and a 
firm hand at the helm is required, but he 
will havo to steer his course very carefully, 
as the slightest sign of a diaposition to 
accept advica from either London or St. 
Petersburg would be fatal to him. The 
Duko will probably not find it easy to get 
on well with the Emperor William, who, 
Hko Peter Magnus, is loo fond of congratu- 
lating himself in tho imperative mood in his 
dealings with tho German Princess, and ho 
is now on very cold terms with the King of 
Wurtomberg, the grand Duke of Baden and 
tho Prince Kcgont of Kavuria. 

The course of business at Westminster 
will bo as follows : Tho discussion of sup- 
ply may end in tho third %veck in Septem- 
ber. It will not be allowed to go on beyond 
tho first week in October, and, if then 
necessary, closuro will be applied. Then, 
after a recess of five or six weeks, the 
House will meet »gain, and will be asked 
to resume work where it left off, and take 
up, probably, the Employers' Liability bill, 
or Equalization of Rates bill; the Seal Fish- 
eries, tho Registration bill and tho Purish 
Council bill being reserved for 189-1. It 
would seem that this course has been prac- 
tically decided upon, though the details 
are liuble to modification, if circumstances 
require it. 

WE LfJOMEU IN WINNIPEG. 

" " Battery at the Manitoba Capital -Lt.- 
Col. Holmes Assumes Charge of 
His .New Field. 

Winnipeg Tribune : " A number of tho 
local militia officers gathered at tho C.P.R. 
station Wednesday evening to greet the 
members of " C " Battery of Canadian Ar- 
tillery, who are en route to Quebec, being 
transferred from Victoria to the ancient 
capital. The corps were comfortably quar- 
tered in two tourist coaches, with the 
kitchen car attuched. There were about 7,"> 
men, the full strength having been some- 
what reduced by a number purchasing their 
discharge to continue residence in the Pa- 
cific provinco, and in addition the wives 
and children of the married men were on 
board. 

"While there had been reports to the ef- 
fect that Lieut. -Col. Holmes, commandant 
of "C" battery, was likely to succeed to the 
ollice of Deputy Adjutants ienerul of this 
district, local otlicers were somewhat sur- 
prised at the station on learning that Col. 
Holmea had been appointed, and that ho 
would remain here. The new district offi- 
cer is well known to several citizens, and 
was greeted by many old time associates in 
the East. He will tako charge at once. 
Mrs. Holmes accompanied her husband, but 
is ill, and on her arrival here it wus neces- 
sary to call in the aid of a physician. They 
are for tho present guests at tho Clarendon, 
and already many oliicera of the local corps 
have called and paid their respects to tho 
new Deputy- A lju taut General. 

" J osiah Greenwood Holmes, successor of 
Lt. -Colonel Villicra, is a Canadian, being 
born in the Niagara district in November, 
1845, and commenced his military career aa 
a bugler in the old Lincoln battilion of in- 
fantry in 1861, and waa ensign in the corps 
during tho Fenian raid of 18G7. On the 
organization of tho St. Catharines garrison 
artillery corps, J, G. Holmes waa gazetted 
as lieutenant in November, ISO'S, and pro- 
moted to its captaincy in April, 1872. Lt.- 
Colonel Holmes has been associated with tho 
Canadian regulur artillery since its incep- 
tion, and, in fuel, was one of tho promoters 
of tho movement. Ho was gazetted as 
senior lieutenant of A Battery, stationed at 
Kingston, and after some years' service 
there was transferred to Quebec and pro- 
moted to the rank of Captain in August, 
1S82- A few months later tho rank of 
major waa conferred, and in lSS.'i Major 
Holmes was gazetted aa lieutenant-colonel 
and appointed aa commandant of battery, 
Stationed at Victoria, B.C. On his removal 
to the Pacific Provinco ho was also appointed 
Deputy Adjutant-General of tho district, 
and bus held these positions for ton yeara, 
receiving oflioial intimation of bis change to 
district No. 10 on Friday of last week."

Debate On Home Rule Bill Resumed 
— Au Adjournment After 
Supply. 



London, Aug. 31. — In the House of Com- 
mons to-duy Sir Rioh&rd Temple, Conserva- 
tive member for Kingston, division of Sur- 
rey, asked the Government whether or not 
Trance waa keeping her pledge to respect 
the independence of Siam, 

Sir Edward Grey, Under Secretary of the 
Foreign Ollico, replied that France had not 
withdrawn her aaaurances rtB to Siam'a in- 
dependence and that Lord DulTorin had 
gone back to Paris this week to resume ne- 
gotiations on tho lines accepted some time 
ago by Franco. " Then tho Government ad- 
heres to the policy of maintaining the inde- 
pendence of Siam ?" naked George Curzon, 
Conservative member for the Southport di- 
vision of Lancashire. 

" The Government haa held to a neutral 
zone between British and French territory 
in Asia aB an international necessity," said 
Sir Edward, " and we have no reason to 
doubt the sincerity of France's assurances 
that Siam'a independence will bo main- 
tained." 

In reply to tho question, whether tho 
Government had information that Franco 
had intended to annex tho New Hebrides, a 
group of islands in the Pacific Ocean, be- 
tween Santa Cruz and Loyalty Islands, Sir 
Edward Grey, Under Secretary of tho For- 
eign Office, said Franco could not annex tho 
New Hebrides without violating her con- 
vention with Great Britain concerning them, 
and that tho Foreign Office had heard noth- 
ing to justify the report of any such inten- 
tion on the part of the French Government. 

Mr. Gladstone announced that after tho 
voting of the estimatea the House would bo 
adjourned until November 2. 

The debate on tho third reading of the 
Home Rule bill waa then resumed, tho fea- 
ture of the evening being a speech by John 
Dillon, refuting the statement of Redmond 
that the bill could not bo regarded as a final 
settlement of the Irish question. He said 
he was not afruid to maintain that the bill 
was the great charter of liberties for the 
Irish people. Upon certain details, of 
course, the Irish party differed from tho 
Government, but they took tho bill aa a 
whole. The distrust which now exiated be- 
tween the peoples of England and Ireland 
would soon he succeeded by trust and con- 
fidence. Whatever the House of Lords 
might do, ita passage through tho House of 
Commons would mark an epoch in history, 
and the democracy of tho two countries 
would advance with confidence in each other 
for the first time. Tho bill waa bound to 
become law in time. 

Lord Salisbury appeared in the House of 
Lords to-day for the first time since his re- 
cent illness. He has fully recovered, us waa 
shown by his unusual energy in dobatc. He 
spoke at length against tho betterment 
clauses which the House of Commons had 
inserted in tho London improvements bill. 
The amendments containing tho cluuses 
were then rejected by a vote of 130 to L'7. 
This action will strain still further the rela- 
tions between tho Lords and the Commons, 
already rendered intense by the prospective 
disagreement of the Lords on the Home 
Rule bill. 



GOLD STANDARD. 

sir David harbour Bays it Can lie Effectively 
Established In India. 

Simla, Aug. 31. — Sir David Barbour, 
finance secretary, replying to a question ut 
meeting of tho Indian Council, suid tho 
correspondence with tho Secretary of State 
for India in London about tho sales of 
consols bills below 16 pence was still in 
progress and could not at this time be pub- 
lished. He explained the Indian mints 
were closed, but this was a alack season, and 
there had been heavy imports of silver be- 
fore tho close ot tho mints, with large trans- 
fers of rupee paper from London to Cal- 
cutta, which retarded the effectiveness of 
tho remedial measure adopted by the Indian 
Government. He regrotted tho fluctuation 
in values and the consequent evils, hut be- 
lieved nothing hud occurred to justify the 
assertion that tho gold standard cannot bo 
effectively established.

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A OORR&OTION. 

Tho inadvertent omission of a word in 
the quotation which wo gavo in our article 
of Thursday, from Mr. (losuell's report to 
tho Premier, makes Mr. Oosnell assert that 
tho census enumerators did not visit tho 
Nuas uiul Skeeiia rivers, tho Ominooa coun- 
try or tho Stickeeu river. 

This is not what Mr. Gosnel! said. 

Hero is tho correct quotation : 

I observe a despatch in tho World from 
Ottuwa that Mr. Lowe, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, states that tho 11,7116 Indians 
referred to is included in the 08,173, but 
this is clearly an inference bisod on tho 
supposition that tho ceuaus enumerators 
covered tho whole area of British Columbia, 
which is not tho case. 

In Cariboo tho enumerators did not go 
farther than Chilcotin country, and in New 
Westminster District, the country covered, 
tho population of which makes up the total 
of 10,177, classed in tho census as " Coast," 
was from tho head of Howe Sound on the 
Mainland Bido (and the islands belonging 
thereto) to Alaska, including Queen Char 
lotto Islands ; along tho Naaa uud Skeena 
rivers, and in tiie Oniineoa mining country, 
and on the Stickeeu river (100 population). 
Further tho enumerators did not go or 
could not go without fitting out an expedi- 
tion at groat coat and taking a very long 
time. 

Tho omitted words wero " 100 popula- 
tion " and " further." 

We greatly regret that Mr. Gosnell, by 
the mistako of the transcriber, is repre- 
sented as saying something very different 
from what he did aay. Hut, further than 
this, in viow of the proof adduced that the 
census enumeration did not cover the entire 
Province, and that the result was tho omis- 
sion of 11,959 names which ought to have 
been included in the count, tho question 
whother tho Naas and Skeena rivers, the 
Omineca and Stickeen comprised portions 
of the omitted region is wholly immaterial. 
The fact still remains that the work of tho 
conaus enumerators did not cover the entire 
Province, and that, hence, at least 11,!).j9 of 
tho population, which are shown by the 
returns of the Indian Department to be in 
tho region not visited, are omitted. 

Since tho above waa in type we have acen 
an article, in last ovening'a Times, in which 
is quoted approvingly an Ottawa dispatch 
stating that "British Columbia will claim 
an increased subsidy of nearly §10,000," but 
that it is not likely the Provincial conten- 
tion will bo admitted as, in tho depart- 
mental report, the Indian population of 35,- 
202 is only "upproximato." By whom 
this Ottawa dispatch was inspired 
wo are not in a position to 
say, nor does it signify. It is quite cvi- 
dent, however, that the Provincial claim is 
expected, and that the only answer to it so 
far suggested is a denial of tho accuracy of 
the Indian Department's own report, which 
report, although stated to be only " ap- 
proximate," is, we are in a position to stute, 
based upon reliable data furnished to the 
Indian Department by tho Hudson's Bay 
Company's agents. 

Wo can very well understand that 
any pretext, however flimsy, might 
be urged by those who have blun- 
dered, to defend their own work, but 
wo are painod at tho unpatriotic conduct of 
those at home, who merely through politi- 
cal antagonism to the Government, would 
dony what any man of intelligence must 
aeo at a glance ia tho Province's just 
right in this matter. Some twelve 
thousand people are proved by the Do- 
miuion'a own otlicors to havo been omitted 
from our population, and this becauao the 
work of census enumeration was only par- 
tially done. And we are told by tho Oppo- 
sition newspapers — a contention as absurd 
as it is unpatriotic— that because tho popu- 
lation and the subsidy of 80 cents per head 
is to bo based upon the decennial census, 
and as the decennial census shows 
98,17.'}, the Province must bo content, 
although it is admitted that lar^e 
portions of tho Province have been 
unvisited, and largo numbert of tho popula- 
tion in the unvisited portions uncounted. 
Was ever greater nonsonso conceived'; As 
well might tho traitors, in our camp, arguo 
that if tho conaus enumerators hud con- 
tented themselves with counting tho 
pooplo of New Wcstminstor, and had re- 
turned the gross population of the Province 
at tho number of inhabitants in tho Royal 
City, the Provinco must bo content. 

Tho terms of union providing that tho 
grant of 80 cents per head shall bo according 
to tho showing of tho decennial census 
clearly implies that tho decennial cciibub 
shall bo a just and comploto ono, not a 
count of merely just such portions of the 
Provinco aB it may suit tho enumerators to 
visit. An unprincipled Grit Govern- 
ment might arguo, as our traitorous 
contemporaries aro doing ; but honest gov- 
ernment is conducted upon principles of 
right and juatico, and when tho omission of 
tho 11,959 names is provod, tho Province 
will got its rights, deBpito tho treachery of 
thoao at home who pose as its friends. 

The organ, and thoso from whom it 
quotes aro loud in their declaration that tho 
result of tho analysis, insisted on by the 
Government, only proves tho acouraoy of 
tho cenBus, and that tho Provinoial Govern- 



ment has simply squandered so much of tho 
people's money in its ell'ort to obtain an ac- 
curate count. Now, an aocurato census 
means a completed census, and tho Govern- 
ment's investigation has demonstrated 
that tho census-taking is flagrantly incom- 
plete, and that by rcaaon of its incomplete- 
ness, some 12,000 pcoplo have not been 
counted. Tho City Council of Victoria have 
undertaken to complete a Bystem of sower- 
age, and they have constructed main sowers. 
But they havo not connected the dwellings 
with the drains. The man would bo pro- 
nounced an idiot who would argue, that, in 
its present state, tho sewerage had been 
completed. Equally unreasonable ia ho 
who would arguo that, with large, and popu- 
lous portions of the country unvisited, an 
accurate coobub has been taken, although 
other portions have been enumerated. 

THE HOME RULE BILL. 

Tho Home Rule Bill has, wo pre- 
sume, passed through tho House of 
Commons, but it is yet very fur 
from being tho law of the laud. It must 
paaa tho ordeal of the House of Lords. If 
tho liill had been carried in tho Commons 
by a large majority, and if ihero waa reason 
to believe that Mr. Gladstone's Government 
onjoyed tho confidence of tho nation, it is 
not likely that the Lords, much as they <lia- 
upprove of tho measure, would take upon 
themselves to reject it. It has in theae 
days become tho settled policy of the House 
of Lords uot to reject a meaauro which is 
known to bo approved by a largo majority 
of tho people. But thero is no such cer- 
tainty in tho case of tho Homo Rule Bill. 
On tho contrary, thero is a very stroDg pro- 
eumption that if the Government should go 
to the country, making the acceptance of 
Mr. Gladstone's Home Rule Bill the issue, 
it would bo defeated by a considerable 
majority. Tho majority which carried 
tho Bill through the House of 
Commons has been a very small 
one. That majority, it is believed, would, 
on an appeal to tho country, disappear 
oltogother and would bo transformed into a 
much larger majority against tho Bill. 
Under such circumstances, tho Houso of 
Lords will bo well within its rights in 
throwing out the Homo Rule liill and in 
giving tho peoplo an opportunity of deciding 
whether or not it shall become the law of 
the land. 

It must be remembered that, at tho last 
general election in Great Britain, Homo 
Rule was the principal issue, but it was 
Homo Rulo in tho abstract. Mr. Gladstone 
had kept tho nature of his proposed bill a 
profound secrot, so that when the electors 
voted they voted for tho principle of Homo 
Rulo. Nothing more. Thero are, as is 
well known, very many who aro in favor of 
Homo Rulo in tho abstract who do not ap 
provo of Mr. Gladstone's measuro. When 
the Lords reject tho Bill, aB tho Duke of 
Devonshire— who, hy the by, is a lifo-long 
Liberal— intimated they will be sure to 
do, and would bo justified in doing, they 
will givo tho peoplo an opportunity of 
passing on Mr. Gladstone's scheme 
of Home Rule. The last peoplo in 
in the world to object to this should bo tho 
Liberals. They profesB to believo in the- 
peoplo, with a capital P, and it would be 
highly inconaiBtent in them to complain if 
tho Lorda consider it their duty to give tho 
people a chance of giving their opinion in a 
constitutional way on Mr. Gladstone's Home 
Rule for Ireland. 

Tho Homo Rulo agitation has been edu- 
cative Everyone in the Three Kingdoms, 
who takes the slightest interest in politics, 
has read about homo rule, talked about 
homo rule, and, perhaps, quarrelled about 
homo rule. Tho British constituencies aro, 
therofore, in an inBnitoly better posi- 
tion now to voto intelligently on the home 
rule issue than they wore in 188G. Home 
Rulers, if they havo tho faith in the good- 
neBS and the reasonableness of their cause, 
which they profess to havo, will be glad, 
now that tho peoplo know something defi- 
nite about tho subject, to have Home Rulo 
again made an issue at tho polls. 

There appears to us another and a very 
strong reason why tho peoplo of Great 
Britain ahould havo another chanco of 
voting upon the Home Rulo iBsue. When 
the question waa beforo the people at the 
last general election, tho objection was made 
that tho Irish people would not be satisfied 
with a reasonable measure of Homo Rule 
that they would accept any concession that 
might be extended to them as only on in- 
stalment of what they wanted, and that no 
aooner would ono form of Homo Rulo bo 
given them than they would agitato for an- 
other, until they had obtained what t liny 
really wanted — comploto independence" 
Tho unawor to this waa that tho Irish did 
not aim ut independence, that all they do- 
sired was control of their domestic affairs, 
und if they succeeded in obtaining ovon a 
moderate share of self-government Irish agi- 
tation would cease. But what do wo see 
now " No soonor is thero a prospect of ob- 
taining tho conBont of the Houbo of Com- 
mons to a vory liberal scheme of self-govern- 
ment for Ireland than ono of tho leaden of 
the Homo Rulo party rises in his plueo in 
tho Houbo of Commons and declares that 
what Mr. Gladstone's bill gives Ireland is 
not enough, and that ho and his friends will 
not bo content until thoy get a grout deul 
moro. This is what Mr. John Redmond is 
reported as saying : 

Tim bill was defective in somo respects 
and disappointing in others. Tho financial 
arrangement was ungonorous and unjust, 
and ho regretted thak tho efforts of tho Na- 
tionalists to improve it had not been success- 
ful. Tho ameudmont had tondod to 
weaken rather than to Btrongthon tho bill. 
Nobody in his senses could regard the hill as 
rt final and satisfactory settlement of the. 
(/rent questions at issue. The word "2>ro- 
visional " u:as stamped on every page, 

Wo can imugino English Liberals who 
hid been for years fighting with might and 
main, under circumBtancos tho rovorso of 
pleasant to thorn, for Homo Rulo for Iro- 



land, smiling bitterly when Mr. Redmond 
concluded his speech und culling to mind 
tho predictions and warnings they had 
hoard from old frionds who hud become 
Liberal Unionists. They must have felt 
that thoy hud suffered und labored in vain. 
We are vory greatly mistaken if Mr. Red- 
mond's uugrucious und untimely opeech will 
not bo long remembered by muny who havo 
been fuvorablo to Homo Rulo, and if when 
the issue is again beforo tho pcoplo that 
speech will not havo the effect of deterring 
thousands from voting for tho Home Rule 
purty. That tho question of Home Rule 
for Ireland will bo again submitted to tho 
British electorate, and thnt too beforo long, 
thoro cannot bo tho shadow of a doubt. 
What will then bo its fato '! 
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PECULIAR PROPOSALS. 

Wo seo thut Alderman McKillicau has 
given notice of a motion to permit all per 
sous resident upon or owning property ulong 
tho lino of surface drains where thero is no 
power, to connect temporarily with tho Bur 
fuee drains. This ia nothing moro or Icbs 
than a motion to convort surface draina into 
sewors. Wo trust that tho Mayor will con 
ault tho authorities beforo ho will permit 
such a motion to bo entertained uy tho 
Council. We uro greatly mistaken if his 
legal advisers do not tell him that such u per- 
version of the surfuco drains is illegal, und 
wo feol quite satisfied that tho City Medical 
Health Ollicer will inform him that 
to curry out* Alderman McKillican's pro- 
posals would be contrary to tho first prin- 
iples of sanitation und most injurious to 
tho public health. Wo ure ustoniahed that 
men wishing to bo considered intelligent and 
honesth sould contemplate such a gross and 
direct broach of faith with tho ratepayers, 
and such un unmitigutedly bad arrangement 
from u sanitary point of view as thoso in- 
volved in Alderman McKillican's proposals. 
Besides, docs it not seem presumptuous in 
tho councillors, and most unfair to tho citi- 
zens, to submit ao important a measuro to 
the Rump of tho Common Council thut now 
can bo convened to do business.

Tho journey comprised a visit to tho Gorge, 
and afterwards u spin round to Esquimalt, 
where the war vessels formed an item of in- 
terest to tho party. Although the water 
was rather rough and choppy, the little ves- 
sel proved herself more than *qual to all 
that camo her way. Tho Doctor expects 
to return home about Sunday morning. 

A Montreal paper announces that a test 
will shortly bo made of tho jurisdiction of 
the Supremo court of British Columbia to 
dissolve marriages, numerous divorces hav- 
ing been granted by the judges bore, but 
their validity never having been determined 
by any court of final resort. Tho power, 
not enjoyed in any other Provinces of tho 
Dominion, ia obtained, it ia claimed, under 
tho Engli8h Divorce Act, passed while this 
Provinca was aa yet a Crown colony.

Winnipeg Commercial, Aug. 21 : "An 
Ottawa telegram says that S. Wilmot, 
superintendent of fish culture, to-day ro- 
ceived a report from tho inspector relative 
to tho fisheries in Lake Winnipeg. He says 
the fisheries havo had a remarkably good 
season. Usually tho catch of white fish 
lasts till the first week in October, but this 
year sufficient havo already been caught to 
supply tho market for tho season, and tho 
fishermen havo all been dismissed. This is 
due to more severo restrictions on fishing 
which prevented tho depletion of tho lake 
by outsiders to the oxtent to which it was 
practised in former years. Very wonderful, 
to bo sure ; but as tho catch of fish has been 
increasing right along, only an interested 
olHcial can see how ' the severe restrictions' 
havo had anything to do with tho succcbb of 
the catch this season."

totully wrecked tho following week at Cooa 
Bay. Tho Bawnmoro received temporary 
ropuirs «t Hunter's Point drydook, and has 
lain on tho Mission mudflats sinco July 10. 
Captain GoodBido nBked for bids for repairs 
Three were tendered but considered too 
high. The matter of ropairs was then 
turned over to the underwriters, who ad- 
vertised for bids, receiving exactly tho 
samo tenders, except that ono bid was ro- 
duced $5 and the other §7 SO, The lowest 
bid was 849,000 and tho others considerably 
above this Bum, which led tho underwriters 
to believe that there had been collusion bo- 
tween tho concerns who presented proposals, 
The damage to the Hteamer consisted of one 
largo hole in her bottom, involving ubout 
twenty plates, and thirty other platea more 
or less broken and bent. The entire rudder 
frame was twisted, and will have to come 
out. A man, very veil informed on tho 
subject, said, yosterday, to a Call reporter 
that §25,000 wo aid be big pay to restoro 
tho Uawnsmore, but tho three concerns had 
a "cinch" on tho job and did not propose to 
lose the opportunity of picking u ripo, ricli 
plum. It ia stated on what sCenii 
good authority that the owner, Mr, 
Goodside, of Liverpool, n brother 
of her commander, has com- 
promised with the underwriters for $S0,000, 
this being the combined cost of repairs and 
of Salvage, which the owners of the Emily 
and the Weeott are certain to get in t \ l(s 
United States Citcuit Court, Ib^ Bawn- 
moro was valued at § 150, 000 and insured for 
$125,000, Dissatisfied with tho bids re- 
ceived and determined t.o act for himself, 
Mr. Goodside, tho Owner, has started for 
San Prunciaco, and is due to arrive hero on 
tho 8th of next month. Ho would like to 
soil the vessel as sho lies, but in tho event 
of not being able to disposo of her it is tin 
derstood that ho v ill have her repaired and 
then put her «nder tho American Hag. 
S. P. Call. 

THE AINOKA'S CASE. 

A statement of tho Ainoka'o case has 
been transmitted to the Popartment of 
Marine and Fisheries, signed by the officers 
of tho vessel. A technicality has arisen in 
consequence of the captain of tho schooner 
not having complied with the orderB of tho 
Russian commander to proceed to Yoko- 
hama, but he explains that the Indian 
hunters refused to bo taken there, and as 
they far outnumbered the white men on 
board, tho course Captain Heater adopted 
was practically compulsory. He explains 
the circumstances at length in the communi- 
cation referred to, stating that he waa in 
side the thirty mile limit at the time of 
arrest, but this waa in consequence of a 
contrary wind, and adds that tor aix daya 
proviouBly no boats had been lowered, A 
letter from Mr. Milne accompanied thia 
document, setting out tho facta us they have 
been placed beforo him, und remarking that 
tho men making tho statements, who ure 
tho captain, mate and one of the men, are 
credible persons. The report of the Russian 
captain is also included. It is probable 
that a similur courso will be followed in the 
case of the Minnie. 

EXAMINING THE SAX PEDRO. 

Mr. Robert Mornn, of the Morun Iron 
Works, Seattle, accompaaled by a few 
divers and other experts, aro holding an ex- 
amination on the San Pedro, with a view, it 
is said, to making a proposition to tho 
Southern Pacific company for raising the 
sunken ship. When asked, laat evening, 
what his intentions were, Mr. Moran de 
clined to state. He said, at present, he 
was simply making an inspection of the 
ship, but would not Bay whether it was in 
the interest of himself or aoiiio other person 
or peroons. It iB believed, however, that 
the Moran Bros., of Seattle, of whom he is 
one, are the sole promoters of the scheme. 
Tho tug Rainier brought the party over 
from Seattle, and has, since her arrival, 
been, during daylight, alongside the ship 
while the examination V%i in progress If 
the party see fit, after the inspection is 
made, they will probably place a tender for 
raising the ship in her owuer'a bunds, for 
consideration.

Trained Women Cooks. 
The heavy part of domestic labor will 
after a time be done by machinery and 
by professional cleaners and scrubbers 
who go from house to house, but there 
will always be demand for trained wom- 
en cooks. Thero is something fine and 
a'sthetic in the preparation of dainty 
food. The labor is not severe, and the 
mixing and cookingof choice and health- 
ful foods, such as civilized beings ought 
to eat, require a degree of intellectual 
power not less than is demanded to write 
a good poem. If not exactly an intel- 
lectual occupation, high class cooking 
comes so near it that it must be consid- 
ered fully as honorable as tho profession 
of trained nurse.
